Gomez established himself as the 
tide favorite after the top two 
seeds, Americans Brad Gilbert and 
Aaron Krickstein. were eliminated 
in the third round Thursday. 

Winner of the Italian Open in 
1982 and 1984, Gomez has com- 
piled the best record of any player 
this year on clay, 15-3. He has won 
two tournaments in Barcelona and 
Madrid. 

On Friday, the lanky lefthander 
overwhelmed Camporese with his 
smooth, sweeping groundstrokes. 
He broke serve four times, while 
never losing his own serve.
